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Jimmy Carter Joining H.0.P. Cast 


Jimmy Carter will soon be joining 
our cast at Hall of Presidents, so to 
speak, when he takes his place on 
stage as an Audio-Animatronic 
figure. 

Sculpting of a bust, the first stage in 
creating one of our sophisticated 
Audio-Animatronic figures, has been 
completed in California by WED artist 
Blaine Gibson. Completion of the fi- 
gure is scheduled for late March. 

President Jimmy Carter’s likeness 
will be the 38th figure to take its place 
on the stage. An interesting side note 
is that newspapers across the nation 


are reporting Carter as our 39th Presi- . 


dent, which he is. However, Grover 
Cleveland is counted twice because 
his terms in office were not consecu- 
tive. Cleveland was our 22nd and 24th 
President. Carter will be the 39th in- 
dividual to hold the office of President 
of the United States. 

WED aartist Blaine Gibson has 
supervised the sculpting of all Hall of 
President figures and has personally 
sculpted most of the presidential fa- 
cial features. 

The process of creating a new pres- 
idential Audio-Animatronic figure 
begins with painstaking research, the 
collection of many photographs, por- 
traits and physical characteristics. 
Each President is depicted as he 
looked at the time of taking office. 

Blaine’s research on Jimmy Carter 
began shortly after his winning the 
Democratic Party nomination. 

“I watched him so closely that I did 
not make my usual sketches before I 
began sculpting this time,” Blaine 
explained. “I already had a very 
strong mental image.” 

Details of the new President’s 
height ... 5’ 10” ... weight, and 
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WED artist Blaine Gibson with his Jimmy Carter bust, soon to be our newest addition to the cast at

general characteristics, were contri- 
buted by his press information staff. 
Looking for facial features to em- 
phasize, Blaine said he discovered a 
strength around Carter’s eyes in 
photographs which he found “un- 
ique.” 

“To create an effective likeness,” 
Blaine added, “I need a feeling for the 
personality and actions of the subject. 
Seeing the campaign debates was 
valuable for this.” In addition, Blaine 
read extensively and is well-versed in 
Jimmy Carter’s opinions and past re- 
cord. 

The Jimmy Carter Audio- 
Animatronic figure is the second ad- 
dition to our Hall of Presidents cast 


since Walt Disney World opened in 
1971. The figure will take its place on 
stage between the figures of Presi- 
dents John F. Kennedy and Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, just in front of Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. 

In 1973, Jimmy Carter, then Gover- 
nor of Georgia, visited Walt Disney 
World and viewed our Hall of Presi- 
dents attraction. Just beginning to en- 
tertain thoughts of running for Presi- 
dent at that time, one wonders what 
he was thinking during that presenta- 
tion some three-and-a-half years ago. 

Blaine Gibson, WED artist and 
sculptor, started as a Disney film 
animator on “Pinocchio” in 1939. 
While working as an artist and

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animator, Blaine sculpted as a hobby 
only. Walt Disney discovered his av- 
ocation and set him to work sculpting 


full-time for WED in 1954 ... and 
he’s been at it ever since! His contribu- 
tions, in addition to Hall of Presi- 
dents, include figures in Pirates of the 





Caribbean, Haunted Mansion and 
Country Bear Jamboree for both Dis- 
neyland and Walt Disney World. 

Looking back, Jimmy Carter was 
still in college when Blaine first 
started with Walt Disney Productions 
as an animator.
